AWARD 

This Is a reference made by the Govt, of India in the 
Ministry of Labour vide its Order No. I -4201 1 < J 81 /78-D- 
11(B), dated 28th February, 1979, for the adjudication of 
the following industrial dispute : 

“Whether the tretion of (he management of the Food 
Corporation of Tndia in refusing the payment of 
wages for weekly off days to the casual workers 
employed at the' District Manager’s Unit of the 
Food Corporation of Tndia, Naepur, is justified ? 
If not to what relief are the workmen entitled and 
, from what date ?" 


14, 1979/ASADHA 23, 1901 [Part — II Sec. 3(ii)j 


2. It is not disputed that the contract system in the Food 
Corporation of tndia in Nagpur was discontinued from 
23rd March, 1974 and since that time the contractor’s 
labourers were directly engaged by the management as 
casual labourers. They are covered by Employees Provident 
Fund Scheme, Gratuity Act, Bonus Act and Workmen's 
Compensation Act. They are paid overtime allowance when- 
ever they arc required to do overtime work. They arc also 
paid for the three national holidays of 26th January, 15th 
August and 2nd October even when no work is taken from 
them on those days, However, they arc not paid for the 
weekly rest since the time they have been taken directly on 
the rolls of the management even when prior to that when 
they were engaged by the contractors a clause under the 
contract made by the contractor with the management sti- 
pulated that he shall be liable to give pafd weekly rest to 
the workers after six days’ continuous work, as if the work- 
men had been on duty on the weekly rest day us well. Theie 
arc no Certified Standing Orders of the Corporation and 
therefore the Model S ending Orders apply. 

3. I he case of the Union is that a demand to lhait effect 
wilh respect to the employees of District Nagpur Unit of 
Food Corporation of India was raised but the management 
did not concede to it. 

4. The_ case of the management is (hut the employment 
on handling of foodgrains at the depots is not a scheduled 
employment under Minimum Wages Act and as such paid 
weekly off cannot bo insisted upon by the casual labourers 
there being no law lo give such payment, A demand of that 
type could not be conceded. A permanent employee continues 
to be an employee of the Corporation till his services are 
terminated by the recognised modes of employment while 
in tire case of casual labourers there is no such continuity 
of employment beyond the actual hours of work for a 
particular day. Therefoie it is alleged that (he question of 
giving paid weekly oil to casual labourers has no rational 
basis, The casual labourers arc employed on no work no 
pay basis, and there is no jural-tie existing between the 
Corporation and the casual labourers after working hours, 
The contrivc’or was bound In the agreement to pay the 
contract labourers for the weekly off because the labourers 
under the contractor continued lo be the employees of the 
contactor beyond the ac'ual horns of work on a particular 
day and as such were entitled to paid weekly off. The situa- 
tion has changed since the management has taken over the 
employment directly. 

5. Contract labour (Regulation and Abolition) Act, 1970 
was enacted for the benefit of the labourers and not for the 
benefit of the indirect employers (principal employers). It is 
a paradox that a Government Corporation employer which 
was insis'ing upon the coni rector to pay weekly off to the 
contractor’s labourers for one days rest after six days conti- 
nuous work, has after abolition of contract shown the 
magnanimity of absorbing the contractor’s labourers- and yet 
has meticulously avoided to follow its own rule imposed 
upon the contractor of giving paid-weekly rest though neither 
the nature of duties nor the nature of work, nor the na'ure 
of employment has changed except that the contractor has 
been replaced bv the principal employer. This not only 
sounds unreasonable but unjust a-s well. 

6. A plea has been taken by the management that the 
contractor’s labourers were in the con'inuous employment 
of the contractor and therefoie with the continued 1 elation- 
ship the contractor was du'y bound to pa-y for the weekly 
off while there is no such continuity of employment of 
these casual labourers with the Food Corporation of India 
and therefore no such payment can be envisaged. This 
alleged distinguishing feu' lire is devoid of substance. Con- 
tract from laying down the terms and conditions of the 
contract is Ex. W|3. It nowhere eontempla'tes that all the 
contractor’s labourers shall be the permanent employees of 
the contractor. It was not possible for the contractor to give 
permanent employment to the labourers nor was it possible 
for him to give even temporary employment on monthly 
basis. Clause (b) at pugc 4 of the contract form gives the 
brief description of work. That was to be undertaken by the 
contractor. It is 'unloading /loading of foodgrain bags from! 
into railwav wagons, trucks etc., stacking Ibc foodgrain bags, 
bagging, rebagging, weighmenl. standardisation, cleaning of 
l'oodgrr.-irw etc., and transporting of foodgrauis from railway 
station to Corporation godowns or vice versa or ti unsporting 
llv rn from anv place in any mher place’. Clause (c) on the 
same pace stales with rcspccl to he volume of work that 
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no definite volume of work to be performed' could be 
guaranteed during the currentv of Contract Thus the work 
continues lo he ,ls fluctuating as it was when the contract 
used to be given. 11 due to that fluctuating nature of ihc 
work the management is unable to assess a minimum numbei 
of the workmen which can be permanently employed, it could 
hardly be possible for the contractor to employ labourers on 
a continued employment basis. There is no evidence that he 
wars a general contractor catering the manpower need of 
several other industries so that he could employ some labou- 
rers on permanent or quasi-permanent basis in the hope of 
providing them clcsvvhere if not in Food Corporation of 
India. It is thus obvious that the contractor was also employ- 
ing the labourers on clay to day barn's. There is no evidence 
to the contraiy. Under the circumstances, it is preposterous to 
distinguish [lie present employment from the previous one by 
saying that there was continudy of service with the contractor 
hence paid weekly off was enforced against him, while theie 
is no continiuty of employment with the present management 
hence that benefit cannot be granted. The distinction so drawn 
is a meaningless effort to distort facts when no evidence has 
been produced before me to show that the contractor used 
to engage the labourers on con'inuity of employment bnsi's 
and paid them even when he had no work for them. 

7. The terms of the contract with the contractor as they 
used to be and us they are lcfiected in the form Ex. \V|3 
go to show a great anxiety on the part of (he employer. 
Food Corporation of India, to sec that all welfare and health 
responsibilities are fully discharged by the contractor in respect 
of canteens, rest 100 ms, latrines, urinals, washing facilities, 
first aid facilities elc. and of security provided to the labourers 
with respect to wages, paid weekly oft', attendance allowance 
and all liability is discharged by him under Workmen Com- 
pensation Act, Factories Act etc. Strangely enough when it 
came under the dfiect relationship of these casual workers, 
ihe same institution \\hich was so anxious to look to the 
Interest of labourers at lhat time, is resorting to legal 
teebaniealities, and trying to find odd distinctions ror cir- 
cumventing the same condition of giving paid weekly off 
to the same workers as if the abolition of the contract was 
contemplated to work against the Interest of the workers. 

8. The provision for the payment of wages for the weekly 
off as incorporated on page 12 of the contract form Ex. W/3 
urns as follows : — 

“The contractors shall allow or cause to be allowed io 
Ihe workers directly or indirectly employed in the 
work one day’s rest for six days' continuous work 
and pay wages at (he same rate as on duly". 

The caluse thus envisages payment of wages for the weekly 
off in cwse of continuous work for six days by u workman 
irrespective of the facl whether there is continuity of em- 
ployment for a further period or not. Whatever be the 
na'ure of employment the six days continuous working by 
implication means the earning of the wages for the 7th day’s 
off. The provision nowhere contemplates lhal such a workman 
should be engaged on temporary or permanent basis or tha-t 
it should be paid to only those workers whose employment 
is not on day to day basis, At present also the charts show 
the datewisc engagement of the casual labourers (Ex. W/2) 
and that a sufficiently good number of casual labourers are 
requited to be engaged every day by the Corporation and 
the number is on the increase This gives sufficient indication 
of the fact that the work is of permanent nature and the 
engagement is also a continuous one except for certain bieaks 
or exceptionally when lliere is no work requiring engagement of 
so many casual labourers. These casual labourers Iherefoie 
may be technically in employment on day to day basis but 
factually they work for continuous periods with an implied 
assurance that except for intermittent periods when there is 
less work to warrant employment of nil. their re-employmcnt or 
continuity of employment is almost assured. For example. Sri 
RavindiH Shinde (W.W. 11 has stated on oath that he had been 
working in Ihe Food Corporation of India ns casunl laboureis 
for the last nine years. Prior to 1974 he was an employee of 
the contractor and since 1974 is working with the Food 
Corporation of India 1 directly. This long spell of working of 
the worker generally is further indicative of the fact that 
neither the nature of the work is so casual nor the employ- 
ment is so fragile. Shri N. S. Shukla, Secretary of the Union, 
has sent a copy of the letter (No. MSW|NGP|CSD|GI-N/79, 
dated 2nd May, 1979) from Maharashtra State Ware 
Housing Corporation attested by the District Manager, Food 
Corporation of Tndia at Nagpur. The letter mentioned that 
the casual labourers engaged by Maharashtra Stfltc Ware 
Housing Corporation are given paid weekly off, 


9. I am, therefore, of the view that on principles of 
social justice and in the light of the historical facts of 
imposition of Ihc conditions of paid weekly off lo the contract 
labourers by the contractor and with a view lo see that the 
contract abolition, which wax mean to protect the interest 
of the labourers, should not be so applied as to work 
against their interest, as well as considering the system of 
such payment prevailing in sister concern at Nagpur, on 
industry-cum-region basis, it is held at not justified on the 
part of the management to refuse paid weekly off to such 
of the casual labourers who have continuously worked for 
six days in that week. The award shall be effective from the 
date of reference, i.e., 28th February, 1979. Management 
should make payments accordingly. It shall further pay 
Rs. 100 as costs of this litigation to the Union.

The Koyla Mazdoor Union on behalf of the workmen 
herein has filed a s'atement of claim stating that the work- 
men Sri Bhutan Saw, Chaprasi, Sri Harinath Ram, Miner 
and Sri Baban Rewani, Miner (Rewani is_ not a concerned 
workman in this dispute) were served with a chargesheet 
dated 25-3-74 for the alleged offence of assaulting Sri R, K, 
Jain, Manager, Nudkhurjee Colliery. The other workman 
concerned herein viz. Prahalad Dusad, Miner and another 
Sheodani Saw, Miner were served with another chargesheet 
dated 14-4-74 in respect of the same offence. The manage- 
ment appointed Sri N. L. Singh as an Enquiry Officer. The 
workmen submit that the said Enquiry Officer was not appoin- 
ted by a competent authority. They also say that ns the 
Enquiry Officer was a member of the Executive Committee 
Of the Coal Mines Officers’ Association he had bias in favour 
of the officer Sri R. K. Jain the alleged victim of the assault. 
They also complain that because of bias the Enquiry Officer 
did not permit Ram Ayodhya Singh a co-worker of the delin- 
quent employees to conduct their defence. They also stated 
that the Inquiry Officer started recording proceedings in a 
language not intelligible to the workmen, The workmen pro- 
tected against this. Tt is also complained that the Enquiry 
Officer was guilty of tempering with the evidence that was 
already recorded by him. They urged several other reasons 
questioning the validity of the enquiry. The, workmen prayed 
that this Tribunal may be pleased to order their reinstate- 
ment with full back wages and continuity of service after 
setting aside the Enquiry Officer’s findings. 

The management filed at written statement stating that the 
enquiry was fair and proper and the findings of the Enquiry 


Officer were based on proper evidence. They say that Ram 
Ayodhya was not allowed to represent the workmen before 
the Enquiry Officer foi the reason that he was not a co- 
worker of theirs. The said Ram Ayodhya Singh wag an 
employee of Benedih Colliery a different organisation- There- 
after the workmen were allowed to be represented by Sri 
■B. Mukherjee an Overman at their request. They say that 
the enquiry proceedings were conducted in Hind] and signed 
by the concerned workmen and their representative and the 
others present. The General Manager accepted the findings 
of guilty recorded by the Enquiry Officer and having regard 
to the seriousness of the offence awarded the punishment of 
dismissal with effect from 25-12-74. It is submitted that 
there are no grounds for interference with the order of 
dismissal passed by tbe management. 

Mr. S. R, Sinha, my learned predecessor by his order 
deved 7-1-78 held that tbe enquiry was not vitiated by any 
flaw or non-observance of the principles of natural justice. 
He also held that tbe conclusion arrived at by the Enquiry 
Officer was correct on the evidence. For further hearing 
the case has undergone several adjournments till 21-6-79. 

On 21-6-79 the three workmen herein and Sri K. P. Rewani 
an assistant in the personnel Department appearing in person 
filed a memo of settlement requesting the Court to pass ten 
award in terms thereof. The parties admitted the terms of 
compromise. In the circumstances of the present case the 
compromise is considered to be fair and in the interests of 
the workmen and therefore recorded. 

This reference is therefore answered in terms of the memo 
of settlement, a copy of which is appended hereto. The said 
memo of settlement may be read as part of this award.

On 3-9-75 one Sri T, B. Pandey served a notice on the 
workman herein stating that he proposed to conduct an 
enquiry into the charges detailed m the chargesheet dated 
28-8-75. 

The woikman stated that theic was only a show of enquiry- 
Thereafter he received an order dated 29-3-76 dismissing him 
from service with immediate effect. The Rashtriya Colliery 
Mazdoor Sangh took up the cause of the workman and 
approached the General Managci for reconsideration of their 
decision. Not having received any reply to that representation 
the matter was rcfcircd to A.I. C. (C) Dhanbad rot concilia- 
tion. The management took art adament attitude towards the 
workman during conciliation proceedings. On receipt of the 
failure ol conciliat-on report the Government have made the 
present reference. The woikman submits that he had nothing 
to do with the recruitment or deployment of personnel in the 
Quarry and therefore he could not be proceeded against for 
some unauthorised persons being allowed to work in the mine. 
He prays that the order of dismissal may be set aside and he 
may he reinstated in service with full back wages, 

The management in their written statement stated that In 
the month of August, 1975 the Supdt. of mines and the Senior 
Personnel Officer during the course of their check found the 
Form B Register to have been tampered with. The said ’B’ 
Register was being maintained- by the Attendance Clerk. 
Several inter polations were found in the register. Father’s/ 
husband’s names and addresses were foimd corrected. Even 
the names of some workmen in some cases were freshly added 
after erasing the previous entries. All the persons whose names 
and addresses had heen found tampered with In that ‘B’ 
register were found working in the mine, where the workman 
herein Was working ns a Mining Sirdar. Therefore a charge- 
sheet was Issued- to the workman herein, the Attendance Clerk 
and the Provident Fund Clerk. It is submitted that the enquiry 
was fairly and properly conducted in accoi dance with the 
provisions of law and the principles of natural justice. They 
submit that there is no cause for interference with the findings 
arrived at by the Enquiry Officer or in regard to the punish- 
ment imposed by the management on the workman herein. 

The parties have filed their respective rejoinders. 

On 17-4-78 a compromise was entered into between Shri 
K. S. Chalteijec. M.L.A. Bihar Colliery Knmgar Union repre- 
senting the workman and the General Manager and Dy. per- 
sonnel Manager on behalf of the management, whereby 
amongst other things the management agreed to reinstate the 
workman heroin also with the other two employees dismissed 
for the offence in question without back wages.

S/Sfari B, C. Sahani, Provident Fund Clerk, K. C, Dutta, 
Attendance Clerk, Bhola Nath Mondal, Mining Sardar, were 
dismissed for misconduct for alleged tampering of Form ‘B’ 
Register, helping impersonation of workmen, showing negli- 
gence of duty etc. after a domestic enquiry following a charge- 
sheet dated 28-8-75. Industrial disputes were raised on their 
behalf, which arc pending before the Central Government 
Industrial Tribunal No. 3 at Dhanbad, and which are num- 
bered as Reference No, 72 of 1977, 73 of 1977 and 85 of 
1977 respectively aud are pending for adjudication. 

All the concerned workmen have appealed to the Chairman- 
cum-Managing Director for their reinstatement. 

Their cases were duly considered by the management on 
the background that at least two officers of the colliery were 
involved in this affair and in fact, they were aware of this 
impersonation. One of the officers was also proceeded 
against. 

There was free and frank discussion between the manage- 
ment and Shri K. S. Chatterjee of the Bihar Colliery Kamgar 
Union, who sponsored the cases of the workmen before the 
■Chairman-c urn- Managing Director. In the background of 
very good industrial relations with the Bihar Colliery Kamgar 
Union, particularly after Sri K. S. Chatterjee has taken over 
tlie stewardship, the Chairman-cum-Managing Director has 
been pleased to agree on principle to the reinstatement of 
all the three concerned workmen, as stated above, to main- 
tain Industrial Relations although the misconduct against them 
had been fully established and was indeed serious. 


It is therefore, agreed as follows : — 

(1) That S/Sri B. C. Sahani, Provident Fund Clerk, 
K. C. Dutta. Attendance Clerk and Bhola Nath 
Mondal, Mining Sardar of Shampur ‘A’ Colliery are 
hereby reinstated in t heir sendees with immediate 
effect but they will not get any back wages from 
the date of their dismissal till the date of joining 
their posts.

AWARD 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 7- A ran*! 
wnth Clause (d) of Sub-section (1) of Section 10 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. the Central Government in 
the Ministry' of Labour has rcfeired the following dispute to 
this Tribunal for adjudication in its Order No F No L- 
12011/63/77-D. II. A. dated 22nd /30th June, 1978 : 

Whether the ac'ion of the management of the Reserve 
Bank of India, Bhubaneswar in denying payment 
of overtime allowance to Peons -cum -Du rwans ofl 
their Bhubaneswar Branch who were pm on lb 
hours duty from I - 10-1969 to 10-11-72 is justified ? 
If not, to what relief arc the workmen concerned 
entitled 7” 

2. The first-party management fijed. a written-statement, the 
gist of which is as follows :■ — 

The Peon-cum-Durw ans were appointed in the Agricultural 
Credit Depar merit ot the Reserve Bank of India which was 
housed in a small ollice at Blrubaneswm as it was considered 
unnecessary to have full time Durwans. As a measure of 
general safety the Peon-eum-Durwan is required to lock up 
the premises after regular ollice hours and slay or vest within 
the premises during night till the office hours of the next 
day. No duty or work was to be performed by them. As 
cr compensation a Pcon-cum-Durwan was being paid a speclat 
(functional) allowance in addition to the usual salary and 
other allowances to which he was entitled. There were pre- 
viously set’lements between the management and the All- 
India Reserve Bank WoikeiV Federation, to which the Bhu- 
buneswar Branch was affiliated, regarding various matters. 
The method of compensating the Peon-cum-Durwans was 
successively accepted and dealt with. The claim of the 
Bhubaneswar Branch r\ belated. Thcie was also an increase 
in the special (functional ) allowance to Rs 45/- per month 
irrespective of the number of days in a month for which a 
Peon-cum-Durwan actually works, So it is prayed to reject 
the reference. 

3. The Union had filej 11 written-statement completely 
denying the case of the management. Their case is that 

the Pcon-ciim-Dirrwans were being employed beyond 
office hours also, they were entitled to overtime allowance as 
they were working tor 15 hours. In fact, the management 
icalised their mistake and the Rank's management as 
Bhubaneswar prepared statements with respect to the concer- 
ned Peon-cum-Durwh'ns us to how many davs they had 
worked for 16 hours between 1st Ov'obcr, 1969 to 1 0+h 
November. 1972. So they claim that they should be given 
overtime allowance, 

4. The Union also filed an additional written-statement in 
which it is slated that the Peon-cum-Durwans were u seperate 
category of employees whose services could he utilised as 
Peon-cum-Durwan 3 whenever required. For all practical pur- 
poses they were watch and ward staff when thev were required 
lo guard the premises heyond office hours- 

5. The management also filed an additional wrftfeu-s’ate- 
ment denying the allegations of the Union. It is their claim 
that singe the subject mutter of the dispute was arleary settled 
previously which was fn force, there could not be any 
reference to this Court. 

6. On these averments, the following issues can be 
framed : — 

(1) Whether the Peon-cum-Durwans arc cn'itled to over- 
time allowance for doing 16 hours dutv from 

1-10-1967 to 10-11-1972 7 

(2) Whether an industrial dispute can be raised when a 
previous settlement is in existence ? 

(3) To what relief (he woikmen arc en'itled ? 

7. Tssue No. 1 — Whether the Pcon-cum-Durwnns 

are entitled to overtime allowance for doing 16 
hours duty from 1-10-1969 to 10-11-1972 and 


Issue No. 2 — Whether an industrial dispute can 
be raised when a previous settlement is in exist- 
ence 7 

Lsue Nos. 1 and 2 can be conveniently dealt with to- 
gelhci. 'I he management examined two witnesses while the 
Union examined three witnesses. According to M. VV. 1, the 
duty of rhe Peon-cunvDurw .111 is simply to lock up the pre- 
mises and stay inside the premises till the nextday. The in- 
tention foi staying in the premises was only for the general 
salety. The M. W. 2 also speaks in the same line, lie says 
thijt in the agreement Ext. 1, the Pcon-cum-Dui wan is com- 
pensated by payment of a special (functional) allowance, the 
Lxt. 1 shows that the settlement, Ext. 1, would come into force 
fiotn Ut November. 1964 and would apply to all verities 
when, such arrangement for posting of the Peon-cum-Dui- 
wan was made and to be made in future. He also proves 
Ext. 2 which is the printed compilation of the settlements 
between the management and the union. The relevant enliy 
is at page 6, 11 shows that the special (functional) allowance 
including night duty allowance to Peon-cum-Duiwans at 
Lupin, Gauhati and Ahmcdabnd will be Rs. 40 per month. 
U is not denied that the Union at Bhubaneswar is affiliated 
to tile All-India Reserve Rank Workers’ Federation. F\en if 
theie is no mention of Bhubaneswar in Ext. 2 at page 6. it 
definitely applies lo Bhubaneswar Branch also. In his cioss- 
exammalion the M. W. 2 states that if anything happens 
dining the duly hours of a Peon-cum-Durwan, then it is his 
duyl as an employes of the Bank to icport about it to the 
highci authorities. He furthei stated lo the question by the 
couit that theic is no difference between the scales of pay 
and allowance of the Peons and Ihe Peon-cum-Durivans and 
if the ragular Peons wotk overtime, they are paid overtime 
allowance. A Peon-cum-Durwan woiks as a Peon in the office 
when he is not duty, but a Peon cannot be appointed as a 
Pcon-cum-Durwan. Hence the puri of a Peon is diflcrcnt 
fiom that of a Peon-cuni-Duiw, n. 

7. The W, W. 1 had stated that he joined the Reserve 
Bunk of India on 1-10-1962 as a Peon and if a Pcon-cum- 
Dunvan was going on leave, he was acting in his place and 
he was being paid oveitime allowance, So it is clear that 
only when a Peon was appointed as a Peon-cum-Dui vvun in 
case a Peon cum-Diirw.m goes on leave, then only he is 
being paid overtime allowance. '1 his is also clear from his 
statement in cioss-examination wherein be states that he was 
the only person who was paid the overtime allowance and 
that he was not a icgulur Pcon-cum-Dllrwan. He futlher 
states that Akinin Manganij, Dharanidhar Nuyak and Sana- 
tan Nayak regular Peon-cum-Durw'ans and they were paid 
only then- salaries and some special (functional) allowance 
in addition lo their salaries. The W, W, 2 was appointed us 
a PcotifCiim-Duiwan. He speaks about the duties which he 
was performing. He also complained i e garbing the non-pay- 
ment of overtime allowance which has been marked as Ext. 
P. He was informed that the payment of overtime allowance 
would be considered. In pura 4 of his cio»s-examination he 
has stated that tic oidinarv Peons and others were being paid 
overtime allowance for work done beynd 8 hours and the 
others were not being paid special (functional) allowance. 
The W. W. 3 worked as a Peon-cum-Diuwan for one month 
and he speaks about the dudes he was petforming as such. 
He says in his cross-examination that when he was working 
he got allowances us every Peon-cum-Durwan was getting and 
he was also getting overtime allowance. 

8. The ni magement submits that as the Dcsai Award is 
still in force, it is not open to the second-pai ty to raise a 
dispute. There were also bipartite settlements dated 8-2-65, 
7-2-1967 and 27-11-1970 between the paitics and so theie 
cannot be any industrial dispute as the dispute was coveied by 
a settlement. He relied on the Law of Industnul Disputes by 
Maihotra at page 412 and also 74 C.W.N. 1002. Theie can- 
not be any dispute with respect to this point of law. It was 
further submitted on behalf of the mangement that this is a 
belated dispute raised by the union and so the reference sho- 
uld not have made as the dispute has become stale. The mana- 
gement relied on the cases reported in 1961-11 L.L.L 89, 
1964-1 L.L.L 622, 1959-11 L,1 ,J, 26 and 1970-11 LI. I 256. 
On bebulf of the Union it was submitted that thcie cannot 
be any such limitation as mged by the management and they 
i died on the case rcpoitcd in 1968T I.L.J. 6. The respective 
conetntions raised by the parties on this point cannot be 
disputed. There should be a reasonable time for raising a 
dispute and it cannot be said that at any time means any 
length of time. 

9. Since the Peon-cum-Durwans are paid special (func- 
tional) allowance which is not being paid to uny other cate-

gory of Peons, it cannot be said that they arc also entitled 
to overtime allowance because the duty of the Peonrcum- 
Dtirwans is definitely to work beyond office hours also and 
their very designation indicates the same. The Union has 
lelied on the case reported in 1966-11 L.L.J. 194 and submitted 
that the designation of a particular category of workers is 
not material nut the Tribunal has to see the work done by 
them. ThaL is why 1 feel that the Peon-cum-Durwans ore 
a special category of Peons to whom functional allowance is 
being paid because of their duties and as such, they arc not 
entitled to any overtime allowance. In the decision reported 
in A.I.R. 1967 Supreme Court 47 relied on by the Union 
it has been laid down that the Tribunal has to look into the 
pleadings of the parties to decide the dispute. That is what 
is being done in this case. 

10, In the result, 1 find that the Peon-cum-Durwans of the 
Bhubaneswar Branch of tire Reserve Bank of India cannot 
claim any overtime allowance for doing 16 hours duty front 
1-10-1969 to 10-11-1972. The issues arc answered accordin- 
gly. 

11. Issue No. 3.- — To what relief the workmen are 
entitled ? 

In the result, 1 find that the second-party workmen are 
not entitled to any relief as claimed. The issue is answered 
accordingly. 

12. The Award is passed accordingly.

AWARD 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 7-A read 
with Clause (d) of Sub-section (1) of Section 10 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, the Central Government in the 
Ministry of Labour has referred the following dispute to 
this Tribunal for adjudication in its Order No. L-1201 1/62/78- 
D, II, A. dated 25th/26th October, 1978 : 

“Whether the action of the management of Allahabad 
Bank is not allowing employees of their branches 
in the State of Orissa to join and perform their 
duties from 2 P.M. to 5 P.M. on 29-12-77 and to 
deny them wages for the whole of that day is 
justified ? If not, to what relief are the workmen 
concerned entitled 7" 

2. The case of the first-party is as follows : — 

The employees of all the nationalised Banks in India went 
on strike for four hours on 29-12-1977 from 10 A.M. to 
2 P.M. The employees of the Allahabad Bank posted at diffe- 
rent Branches in the State of Orissa also took part in the 


strike. They all capte to the Bank at 10 A.M., signed the atten- 
dance register and went on strike. 

3. A circular was issued by the Bank being circular No. 
17/23/1068 dated 27-12-1977 that if any employee of the 
Bank would go on strike during the working hours of the 
Bank, then no salary would be paid. So the salary of the 
employees of the Bank for that period was withheld and as 
such, this industrial dispute was raised by them. 

4. The case of the workmen is that the circular quoted in 
the written-statement of the management was illegal and viola- 
tive of Section 9-A of the Industrial Disputes Act and it 
was in violation of the management’s earlier circular No. 1036 
dated 17-8-1977. The workmen performed their duties on 
29-12-1977 from 2 P.M. till the rest of their duty period, 
and they were allowed to do so with the active knowledge and 
tacit consent of the management. So it is prayed that the 
action of the management should be disapproved. 

5. The following issues can be framed on these pleadings : 

(1) Whether the action of the management of the Alla- 
habad Bank in not allowing the employees of their 
branches in the State of Orissa to join and perform 
their duties from 2 P.M. to 5 P.M. on 29-12-1977 
and to deny them wages for the whole of that day 
is justified 7 

(2) To what relief the workmen are entitled 7 

6. Issue No. 1— Whether the action of the management of 
the Allahabad Bank in not allowing the employees of their 
branches in the State of Orissa to join and perform their 
duties from 2 P.M. to 5 P.M. on 29-12-1977 and to deny 
them wages for the whole of that day is justified 7 

On behalf of the workmen tile General Secretary of the 
All Orissa Allahabad Bank Employees' Union was examined 
and on behalf of the management the Area Manager, Allaha- 
bad Bank, Bhubaneswar, was examined. The W.W. 1 speaks 
about the case of the Union. He denies that the employees 
signed the attendance register at 10 A.M. as is the case of the 
management in support of which the management had field 
Exts. A and B, the copies of the attendance registers. In both 
the Exhibits it is stated that after signing the attendance 
register on the 29th, the employees went on strike. In Ext. B 
it is clearly stated that the workmen observed strike during 
the entire banking hours from 10 A.M. to 2 P.M. but all 
of them initialled the attendance register before going on 
strike. In the cross-examination the W.W, 1 has clearly 
stated that the All India Bank Employees’ Co-ordination 
Committee, which is the parent organisation of the Orissa 
Union, did not accord any permission or authority for the 
Orissa Union to raise this dispute. He was not aware if any 
other similar dispute was. pending before any Industrial Tri- 
bunal in any other State of the country. It is admitted by 
him that at the time of signing the attendance register, no 
time will be recorded. In para 7 the clearly states that the 
public transaction in the Bank takes place between 10 A.M. 
to 2 P.M. and are reduced into writing in various books. 

7. On behalf of the management one witness was examined 
and he says that the salary of the workmen of all the Bran- 
ches in Orissa of the Allahabad Bank whs deducted for the 
whole day for 29-12-1977. Of course, he was not present at 
the spot on the day of the strike. 

8. The argument advanced on behalf of the workmen is 
that the management was given sufficient notice before they 
w'ent on strike and that it is the right of the workers to go on 
strike to press their demands. For this he relied on the case 
reported in A.I.R| 1960 Supreme Court 1258. Definitely the 
legal point laid down in that case must be accepted. But it 
is to be seen whether the action of the management in cot 
paying the workers for the strike period is justified or not. 
In thjs connection the decision teported in 1979 (38) F.L.R, 
295 is quite applicable to the facts of this case wherein it has 
been decided that no payment could be made for the period 
for which the workers absented themselves. Similarly the 
decision reported in 1978-11 L.L.J. 117 lays down the prin- 
ciple that the petitioner Bank had a right to make deduction 
without holding disciplinary proceedings, thus setting aside 
the view of the Labour Court in that case. Further, as the 
All India Union did no! permit the Union of Orissa to raise 
the dispute, it was submitted that the Government should 
not have referred the matter to the Tribunal as no dispute

For the second-party 
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at all was raised by the employees before the management. 
For this, reliance is placed ou the case reported in A.T.R. 
1968 Supreme Com! 529, Evidently in no other State u similar 
dispute was raised by the employees of the Allahabad Bank 
and as such, this decision is applicable to the facts of the 
present case. 

9. On behalf of the woikers reliance was placed on the 
case reported in 1961-11 T..L T. 89 which I feel is not at 
all applicable to the facts of the present case for payment of 
extra wages under Notification dated 15-11-1947 issued by 
the erstwhile Korea State Government as regards wages. 

10. In the result I find that the management was quite 
justified in not paying the employees of their Branches in the 
Stgte of Orissa the wages for the whole of that day and in 
not allowing them to perform their duties from 2 P.M. to 
5 P.M. on 29-12-1977. It is an admitted fact that publjc 
transactions take place between 10 A.M. to 2 P.M., and if 
the employees do not do their duties for that period, they aic 
not entitled to any wages for the entire day. The issue is 
answered accordingly. 

10, Issue No. 2.— To what relief the workmen are entit- 
led ? 

In the result I find that the workmen arc not at all entitled 
to any relief. The issue is answered accordingly. 

11. The Award is passed accordingly.

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(2) The exporter shall also furnish to the Agency the identi- 
fication marks applied on . the consignment. 

(3) Every intimation and declaration under aub-rule (1) 
shall reach the office of the agency not less than seven days 
prior to the despatch of the consignment from the manu- 
facturer’s premises or exporter’s premises. 

(4) (a) On receipt of the intimation and declaration under 
sub-rule (1), the agency, on satisfying itself on the basis of 
inspection carried out as provided for under rule 4 and 
the instruction, if any, issued by the council in this regard, 
that the consignment has been manufactured according to 
the standard specifications applicable to it, within seven days 
shall issue a certificate declaring the consignment of alumin- 
ium utensils as exportworthy : provided that where the agency 
is not so satisfied, it shall within the said period of seven 
days refuse to issue such certificate and communicate such 
refusal to the, exporter alongwith the reasons therefore. 

(b) Except in cases where the exporter is himself the 
manufacturer of the consignment of aluminium utensils and 
the inspection is carried out according to the provisions of 
sub-clauses (a) or (c) of rule 4, in all other cases, after comp- 
letion of inspection, the Agency shall immediately seal the 
packages of the consignment in a manner so as to ensure that 
the sealed goods cannot be tampered with. In case of rejec- 
tion of the consignment, if the exporter so desires, the con- 
signment may not be sealed by the agency. In such cases, 
however, the exporter shall not be entitled to prefer an ap- 
peal against the rejection. 

6. Place of inspection ; Inspection of aluminium utensils 
for the purpose of these rules shall be carried out : 

(a) at the premises of the manufacturer, or 

(b) at the premises at which the consignment of alu- 
minium utensils is offered for inspection by the ex- 
porter, provided adequate facilities for the purpose of 
inspection and testing exist therein. 

7. Inspection fee : A fee at the rate of fifty paise for every 
one hundred rupees of the free on board value of each con- 
signment subject to a minimum of rupees fifty for each con- 
signment shall be paid by the exporter to the agency as ins- 
pection fee under these rules. 

8. Appeal : (I) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of 
the agency to issue- a certificate under sub-rule (4) of rule 5, 
may, within ten days of the receipt of the communication 
of such refusal, prefer an appeal to an appellate panel con- 
sisting of not less than three but not more than seven per- 
sons appointed for the purpose by the Central Government. 

(2) At leust two thirds of the total membership of the panel 
shall consiil of non-officials. 

(.3) The quorum for the panel shall be three. 

(4) The appeal shall be disposed of within 15 days of its 
receipt. 

ANNEXURE II 

[Sec sub-paragraph (3) of paragraph 1] 

Minimum Specification for Aluminlinum Utensils 

1.0 MATERIAL :

3.0 WORKMANSHIP AND FINISH : 

Edges of the utensils shall not be left sharp. They shall 
be finished bright all over. Finished utensils shall be free 
from cracks, wrinkles, spills, distortion, dents, soratchcs, pit- 
ting*, deep tool marks and other surface defects. 

4.0 TEST : 

4.1 Water leakage test — Utensils shall not leak when filled 
with water to the brim. 

4.2 Bend Test A sample of material used for wrought 
aluminium utensil shall be bent through an angle of 180° 
and hammered close, whereupon the sample shall not frac- 
ture or show signs of cracking. In cases where the condition 
is specifically stipulated, bend lest shall be done in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the latest version of any 
national standard. No bend test shall be applicable for cast 
utensil and wrought utensils having a thickness of sheet 
greater than 2.6 mm (12 SWG). 

4.3 Lead and bismuth contest test Lend, and bismuth 
contents of the material used for manufacture of the uten- 
sils shall not exceed 0.05 per cent each. 

4.4 Anodic coating thickness test Anodic coating 

thickness on the utensil when determined by a standard stri- 
pping method according to IS 1868 : 1968 (or its latest ver- 
sion) shall be not less than 5 microns. This test shall bo ap- 
plicable only for anodized utensils. 

5.0 MARKING : 

Unless otherwise stipulated by the foreign buyer, uten- 
sils shall be legibly marked at the bottom with the manu- 
facturer’s name, trade mark or identification mark in such 
a manner as to ensure that the impression of the marking 
shull not show up on the other side, 

6.0 PACKING : 

6.1 The package shall be well finished and have a good 
appearance. 

6.2 Inner contents of the package shall be so packed as 
to withstand the following tests — 

6.2.1. Drop test (for head loads upto 37 kgs gross weight 
only) one package shall be dropped from a height of 190 cm 
once on the largest flat surface, once on the largest edge and 
once on any corner of its own. 

6.2.2. Rolling test (upto 500 kgs. gross weight only) One 
package shall be subjected to rolling on its sides either six 
metres forward and six metres backward or twelve metres 
in one direction only. 

6.2.3. Water spray test (for each design of package) The 
package shall he exposed against a water spray equivalent 
to a sudden monsoon shower for five minutes. 

7.0 Sampling and Criteria for Conformity : 

7.1. Sampling for inspection of each consignment and the 
criteria for conformity shall be in accordance with the Table 
given below. 

7.2. In any consignment, all the utensils of the same mate- 
rial and design irrespective of size shall be grouped together 
to constitute a lot /except for destructive test where all the 
types and sizes manufactured from the same batch of material 
shall he grouped together to constitute a lot.

ANNEXURE I 

Draft rules proposed to be made under section 17 of the 
Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 
1963). 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Export of electric motors and generator® 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of publica- 

in Official Gazette. 
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2. Definitions. — In these rules unless the context other- 
wise requries : 

(a) "Act" means the Export (Quality Control anil

This shall not include electric fans, automobile starters 
and dynamoes, bicycle dynamoes and motors to be used in 
electrical & electronic appliances and toys. 

3. Quality eon'rol and inspection. — Quality Control.— 
The Quality Control of the electric motors and generators 
intended for export shall be done with a view to see that 
the same conform to the specifications recognized by the 
Central Government under section 6 of the Act by effecting 
the following controls at different stages of manufacture 
together with the levels of control as given in the schedule 
annexed hereto namely :— 
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(iv) Preservation Control 

la) A detailed specification shall be laid down by the 
manufacturer to safeguard the product from 
adverse effects of weather conditions. 

(b) Die product shall be well preserved both during 
storage and transit. 

(v ) Metrological Control 

Ganges and instiiimcnts used in the production and 
inspection shall be periodically checked or call* 
brated and records shall be maintained in the 
form of history cards by the manufacturer. 

(vi ) Packing Control 

The manufacturer shall lay down a dotailed packing 
specification for export packages and shall strictly 
adhere to the same. 

3. Inspection. — The inspection of electric motors and genera- 
tors meant for export shall be done by drawing samples as 
per schedule II annexured here to form the consignment for 
currying but examination and testing of the ganie with a 
view to see that the consignment conforms to the standard 
■speciticution recognized by the Central Government under 
section 6 of the Act. 


(i) Bough out materials and components control :— 

(a) Purchase specifications shall be laid down by the 
manufacturer incorporating the properties of 
materials or components to be used and shall have 
adequate means of inspection or tes ing to ensure 
conformity of the incoming lots. 

(b) The accepted consignments shall be either accom- 
panied by a supplier’s test or inspection certificate 
corroborating the requirements of the purchase 
specification, in which case occasional checks 
(that is to say once in each quarter of the year 
for the same supplier of the same material) shall 
be conducted by the manufacturer for a particular 
supplier to verify the correctness of the aforesaid 
test or inspection certificates, or the purchased 
materials or component.; shall be regularly ins- 
pected or tested either in a laboratory in the 
factory or in some other laboratory or test 
house. 

(c) The sampling for inspection or test to be carried 
out shall be based on a recorded investigation. 

(d) After the inspection or test is carried out. syste- 
matic methods shall be adop'cd in segregating 
the accepted and rejected materials or components 
and in disposal of rejected materials or compo- 
nents. 

(e) Adequate records in respect of the above men- 
tioned controls shall be regularly and systematically 
maintained by the manufacturer. 


4. Basis of inspection. — Inspection of electric motors and 
generators intended for export shall be carried out with 
a view to see that the same conform to the specification 
recognized by the Central Government under section 6 of 
ihe Act.

5, Procedure of inspection. — (1) (a) Any exporter intend- 
ing to export a consignment of electric motors and generators 
shall give an intimation in writing to any one of the agencies 
of his intention so to do, and submit, along with such 
intimation a declaration either that the consignment of 
electric motors and generators has been or is being manu- 
factured by exercising quality control measures k > per 
controls referred to under sub-rule (1) of ride 3 and that 
the consignment conforms to the standard specifications 
recognized for the purpose or, of the specification stipulated 
in the export contract giving details of all the technical 
characteristics to enable the agency to carry out inspection 
in accordance with - sub-rule (21 of rule 3. 


(ii) Process Control : —

by the manufacturer for different processes of 
manufacture. 

(b) Equipments, instrumentation and facilities shall 
be adequate to control the processes as laid down 
in the process specifications.

(ii) Product Control : — 

(a) The manufacturer shall either ha'ie his own 
adequate testing facilities or shall have access to 
such testing facilities existing elsewhere to test the 
product as per the specification recognised under 
section 6 of the Act. 

(b) Sampling (wherever required) for testing dudl be 
based on a recorded invesligaiion. 

(c) Adequate records in rqspect of tcsls carried rail 
shall be regularly and systematically maintained by 
the manufacturer.

(b) Except in cases where the exporter is himself the 
manufacturer of the consignment of electric motors and 
generator? and the inspection is carried out according to the 
provisions of sub-clauses (a) or (cl of rule 4, in all other 
cases, after completion of inspection, the Agency shall 
immediately seal the packages of the consignment in a< manner 
so as to ensure that the sealed goods cannot be lampered 
with. In case of rejection of the consignment, if the exporter 
so desires, the consignment may not he sealed by the agency. 
In such cases, however, the exporter shall not be entitled to 
prefer an appeal against the rejection. 


6. Place of inspection,'— Inspection of electric motors and 
generators for the purpose of these rules shall be carried out :

(b) at the premises at which the consignment of electric 
motors and generators, is offered for inspection by 
the exporter, provided adequate facilities for the 
purpose of inspection and testing exist therein. 

7. Inspection fee. — 0.2 per cent on Free on board value 
subject to a minmum of rupees one hundred for each con- 
signment in cage the inspection is carried out on the basis 
given in rule 4(a) and 4(e) 

(ii) 0.5 per cent of free on board value subject to a mini- 
mum of rupees ono hundred for each consignmen' in case 
the inspection is carried out on the basis given in rule 4(b). 

8. Appeal.— (1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of 
the agency to issue a certificate under sub-rule (4) of rule 
5, may, within ten days of the receipt of the communica- 
tion of such refusal prefer an appeal to an appellate panel 
consisting of not less than three but not more than seven 
persons appointed for the purpose by the Central Govern- 
ment. 

(2) At least two thirds of the total membership of the 
panel shall consist of non-officials. 

(3) The quorum for the Panel shall be three,
